professor of applied anatomy, 1896- 
1925 
He was curator of Hahnemann 
college museum from 1868-1925 and 
had been an exhibitor of thousands 
of specimens at various medical 
congresses 
Doctor Weaver was well known for 
his work in dissecting and mounting 
the 
entire 
human 
cercbro-spinal 
nervous system in 1888, the only 
specimen of its kind. 
Doctor Weaver was married in 
December, 1869, to Madelienc Louise 
Bender, of Philadelphia. 
His wife 
died in 1923. 
Doctor Weaver devoted his life to 
teaching and never practiced medl-1 
cine. The specimen of the dissected 
nervous system, which hangs in 
a vault in the Rufus B Weaver an­ 
atomical museum at the college, has 
been photographed and copied in 
engravings thousands of times for 
publication

He was the oldest alumnus of 
Gettysburg college.

Names of over 3.500 veterans of 
all wars buried

More than 300 Adams countiana 
who are receiving or are eligible to 
receive old age assistance will be 
asked to sign agreements 
making 
their estates liable for the amount 
of old age assistance they have re­ 
ceived up to the time of their death. 
it was 
announced today 
by Miss 
Margaret McMillan, executive sec­ 
retary of the 
Mothers’ assistance 
beard of Adams county, following 
an all-day session of the board at 
the court house, Tuesday, 
Agreement to have the sums re­ 
ceived from th© old age assistance 
funds turned back to the state and 
federal governments at the death 
of the beneficiary was provided in 
an act of the state legislature, ap­ 
proved June 25. 
The act provides: “The real and 
personal property of any benefici­ 
ary (of old age assistance) shall 
be liable for the repayment of as­ 
sistance received under this act 
or the act repealed by this act 
whether such property was owned 
at the time such assistance was 
granted 
or acquired 
thereafter. 
Claims for assistance furnished 
shall have 
the same 
force and 
effect against the real and per­ 
sonal 
property 
of 
a deceased 
beneficiary as other debts of a 
decedent and shall be recoverable 
in the same manner.” 
Tile effect of the act Is, It was ex­ 
plained, to make the old age assis­ 
tance a loan without interest for 
the life of the beneficiary to be re­ 
paid from the estate of the dece­ 
dent, lf any property is owned at tile 
time of death. 
Eligible* to Sign Before Aug. 15 
Representatives

receiving old age assistance and 
those eligible for the payments and 
give them an opportunity to sign 
the agreement before August 15. in 
order to be eligible for July pay­ 
ments.

The board or 
its representatives have now com­ 
pleted examination of all applica­ 
tions received in July, 1935, and are 
rapidly completing the list received 
in August and September of that 
year. By the end of September, it 
Is hoped that all applications re­ 
ceived to date will have been In­ 
vestigated. 
As of May 31, there were 107 men 
and IOO women on the waiting list 
for old age assistance in this coun­ 
ty. During last month applications

Plan Bendersville Hall 


Center for Community Activities Is Being Established in For­ 
mer Fruit Growers* Building; Many Improvements 
Scheduled; Auditorium to Accommodate 600. 


A report on the establishment of 
a community hall in Bendersville, 
as written by the secretary of the 
building committee, follows: 
“The community of Bendersville, 
believing that wholesome recreation 
Is beneficial to both mind and body, 
has sought to provide for its citizens 
a center for tile carrying out of 
those ideals which have notably 
come to tile fore in other commu­ 
nities. 
These ideals have been partly 
realized through voluntary contri­ 
butions of labor, money and ma­ 
terials. 
Under the leadership of the fruit 
growers, craftsmen, business and 
professional men of the community, 
the former Fruit Growers hall, a 
landmark of the town, was purchas­ 
ed at a receivers’ sale. 
The sale 
followed the expiration of the hall 
charter in 1926. and no further ap­ 
plication was made for its renewal. 
The hall purchased by the bor­ 
ough of Bendersville, with the as­ 
sistance of the Community fire com­ 
pany, which will benefit through its 
renovation and expansion, was orig­ 
inally erected as a church, housing 
the religious society of Orthodox 
Quakers 
It was erected on land 
donated 
by 
Doctor 
Mumma, 
a 
prominent member of the society 
Upon dwindling of the ranks of 
these w'orshippers, the little struc- I 
ture was sold to a company of 
prominent fruit growers and bust- j 
ness men and extensive improve- I 
ments made, making an up-to-date 
convention and amusement aud!- j 


repainted. 
A large chimney has been built 


J to provide sufficient draft for the 
new Spencer steam heating plant. 
A kitchen, 12 x 40 feet, is being 
built and equipped with modern 
conveniences to take care of the 
culinary requirements. 
The entire building Is being cov­ 
ered with several coats of white 
paint trimmed with green. 
The old “hitching" sheds, rem­ 
iniscent of the horse and buggy days 
a generation ago and which were 
erected at the time of the building 
of the little frame church, have 
been moved to a new location in the 
rear of the lot lately bought for 
that purpose and will receive a new 
concrete floor and metal roof. The 
spacious interior of this building 
will serve the Fire Company as 
booths and storage rooms during 
their annual fair. 
The alley leading into the grounds 
lias been widened and walled up to 
permit two-way travel. Tile grounds 
around the buildings are being lev­ 
eled and drained: shade trees plant­ 
ed. and grass seed sown to provide 
both beauty and utility to the pre rn - 
ises. Space has been allowed in the 


torium. 
It was named the Fruit 
Growers hall. 
Tile hall itself is of frame weath­ 
erboard construction, with a slate 
and metal roof. In the remodeling, 
which is being done under the su­ 
pervision of the fire company, the 
outstanding objective is to provide 
a spacious auditorium and grounds 
to accommodate community affairs, 
social, religious, business meetings, 
conventions, 
banquets, 
suppers, 
plays, etc., as well as basketball and 
other indoor games. 
The floors have been relaid and 
leveled so as to make the main au­ 
ditorium large enough to seat ap­ 
proximately 600 people and also al­ 
low for the laying out of a basket­ 
ball court. The walls are being re­ 
plastered and will be repainted with 
a flat cleam paint. Electric wiring 
has been rearranged. 
The roof has been repaired and the PWA for digging out a cellar 


rear of the grounds for the parking 
of cars during the various engage­ 
ments which will be held here. 
A project is to be taken out with 
under the main floor for a storage 
room and heating plant purposes. 
A force of skilled workers is en­ 
deavoring to have the improvements 
advanced far enough to permit the 
holding of the fire company’s an­ 
nual fair and carnival on August 13, 
14, and 15. Upon completion of the 
project, some time early in the fall, 
the Community center will be re­ 
dedicated with a celebration ap­ 
propriate to that occasion. 
Members and officers of the fire 
company are at present supervising 
the work, but the management of 


| the recreation center and commu- 
! nlty hall will ultimately pass into 
j the hands of a board of trustees, 
[elected yearly from the members of 
each church in the community and 
a representative each from the bor­ 
ough and fire company.

Pennsylvania, ranking among th-* 
leading states in number of towns 
of 10000 population or more, pro­ 
vides an excellent outlet for the 
orderly marketing of hens as they 
become unprofitable producers of 
egg , according to the Adams coun- 
t v f a nu agent« 
Many farm flock owners "attend 
market” regularly. 
These people, 
1 over a period of years, have de­ 
veloped an outlet for poultry and 
other products of the farm. There 
ut, 
therefore, 
a 
steady 
demand 
throughout th® year for birds that 
may be going out of production or 
hav# recently stopped laying. 
A hen in satisfactory* production 
Ims a mass of egg yolks that will 
fill a beacon 
TI a* se egg yolks, sev­ 
eral of winch ait* fully developed, 
cause the abdomen to expand like 


a balloon. 
Consequently, the pubic 
or pelvic bones are relatively wide­ 
spread. 
Furthermore, the distance 
from the pubic bones to the keel 
bone is relatively deep. 
Another indication of activity of 
the egg machinery is shown by the 
large comb and wattles, the agent

Birds that have stopped laying 
have egg yolks that would hardly 
fill a spoon.

HURT IN SPAIN 


Fascists, 
Returning 
From 
Funeral of Slain Monarch­ 
ist, Rattle Guards. 


Madrid, July 15 (AP).—Three per­ 
sons were slain and thirteen wound­ 
ed In new outbursts of Spanish po­ 
litical passion Tuesday. 
Two lost (heir lives and six were 
wounded in clashes between assault 
guards and fascists returning from 
the funeral of Jose Calvo Sotelo, 
kidnapped and killed Monday bv 
men in the uniforms of assault 
guards. 
One worker was killed and seven 
wounded In fights between striking 
syndicalists and socialists 
in the 
Cuatro Camino .section of Madrid. 
Strategic points of the capital 
were heavily guarded. 
Observers 
feared the political repercussions of 
of the Calvo Sotelo assassination 
might be serious, since republican 
members of the popular front were 
much disturbed by a possible slip in 
the left coalition. 
To add to the government's trou­ 
bles. 60.000 coal miners in Asturias 
threatened to resume their strike 
Saturday unless they get the back 
pay which they have been promised. 
After Calvo Sotelo had been given 
a comparatively quiet burial, 500 
young fascists marched down Alcala 
street en route from the cemetery, 
crying “Russia? 
No! 
Spain? 
Yes! 
Long live Spain!" and giving the 
fascist salute.
